_ Ball, together with another attorney from his firm, 

represented Jefferson Franklin Ray, Jr., in proceedings before 
a review board hearing. Ray had been investigated in 1949 under 
the Loyalty Program while an employee of the Economic Cooperation 
Administration. While under investigation, Ray reportedly had 
strated that an FBI Agent had told an interviewee that the entire 
Institute of Pacific Relations personnelwene communists, Ray 
was formerly employed by IPR. The allegation lacked foundation. 

During the hearings Ball indicated that he believed the statement, 
that an Agent had made such remarks, was accurate. Because of this 
the Bureau instructed Washington Field in 1950, in connection 
with an applicant-type investigation involving Ray for the Voice 
of America, not to interview Ball in connection with the investigation 
of Ray. Ball has subsequently been interviewed on other matters 
and there have been no incidents. This information has not been 
included in the summary memorandum. 

No additional pertinent information appears in Bureau 
files concerning Ball.

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Senator PRANK CARLSON of Kansas advised he has been 
acquainted with the appointee since 1952. He stated that he 
felt that the appointee is a very able man who was doing a 
commendable job at the Department of State. He stated that 
prior to coming to the Department of State, the appointee was 
very active in the field of International Law and represented 
a number of foreign countries. He stated that he has not seen 
any indication in the appointee’s conduct at the Department of 
State which would indicate to him that the appointee has been 
influenced in any of his opinions or decisions because of this 
former association with foreign countries. Senator CARLSON 
stated that he was not well acquainted with the appointee 
socially, but that based on his contacts with the appointee, 
he would recommend him without reservation concerning his 
character, associates, reputation and loyalty, and for a position 
of trust and confidence. 

Senator KARL E. MUNDT of South Dakota advised that 
\he has known the appointee for several years prior to the time 
the appointee joined the Department of State. He stated 
that the appointee enjoys a good professional reputation, and 
that he feels that the appointee has done a commendable job 
with the Department. Senator MUNDT stated that he did not feel 
that the appointee had the professional competence, judgement, 
or general background as the present Secretary of State DEAN 
RUSK, but that he was a capable man. Senator MUNDT mentioned 
that the appointee prior to joining the Department of State 
was very active in the field of International Law, and had 
represented a number of foreign countries in their interests 
in the United States. He stated that this came up at the time 
of the appointee’s confirmation for his position at the Depart¬ 
ment of State, that a number of people have watched the appointee 
closely to see whether this former association would effect the 
appointee’s judgement. Senator MUNDT mentioned that this was 
of interest to him and that he has seen no indication the 
appointee’s former association with these foreign countries has 
effected his judgement and integrity in his position with the 
Department.

Senator GEORGE D. AIKEN of Vermont advised that he 
has been acquainted with the appointee on a professional basis 
since the appointee’s service with the Department of State. He 
stated that he considered the appointee a very capable person 
who enjoyed a good professional reputation. He stated that 
the only reservation he had concerning the appointee was that 
the appointee prior to his appointment to his present position, 
represented, in legal matters, a number of Eastern European 
countries. He stated that the appointee was paid a retainer 
of $500 a month by the country of France to furnish them infor¬ 
mation concerning matters that would not normally be available 
to them. Senator AIKEN stated that this fee was actually a 
very small one, and that the information that the appointee 
did furnish France he would obtain through his sources in the 
government, and pick up at various cocktail parties attended 
by prominent people, which he would attend. He stated that 
this matter was considered at the time of the appointee’s con¬ 
firmation by the Senate. He stated that the reason for the concern 
was if the Appointee would be able to divorce his former 
association with these foreign countries and do an objective 
job for the Department of State.

He stated 
he has no reason to question his loyalty to the country 
or his associates and considers him to be a man of good 
temperament and recommends him without reservation. 

Still outstanding are four additional interviews 
of senators connected with the Senate Foreign Relations

appointee for approximately ten years* He stated that he did 
not know the appointee well socially but that based on his 
professional contacts with him, he has been favorably impressed.

He stated that the appointee enjoys a good reputation both 
professionally and personally, and that he would recommend him 
concerning his character, associates, reputation and loyalty, 
for a position of trust and confidence. He stated that he felt 
the appointee was doing a commendable job in a very difficult i 

position. ! 
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The Honorable WAYNE L. HAYES, Congressman from Ohio, 
United States House of Representatives, the Capitol, advised 
that he has known the appointee, BALL, only in an official 
capacity during the four years that he has been the Assistant 
to the Secretary of State... He stated that his contact with the 
appointee is limited mostly to the appointee’s appearances before 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, and that from his assoc¬ 
iation, he has come to consider the appointee to be a man of the 
very highest character and reputation and he stated that he 
has never been av/are of anything unfavorable regarding the 
appoilwfeee's associates or his loyalty. He advised he would 
give him the highest recommendation for a position of trust 
and confidence. 

01!AR BURLESON, Congressman from Texas, United States 
House of Representatives, the Capitol, advised that ho has 
known the appointee, EALL, in only a rather casual way during 
the past four years from Mr. BALL’S appearances before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. He advised he has never been 
av/are of anything derogatory regarding the appointee’s char¬ 
acter, associates, reputation and loyalty, and that he would 
recommend the appointee for a position of trust and confidence. 

ARMISTEAD I. SELDEN, JR., Congressman from Alabama, 
United States House of Representatives, the Capitol, advisdd 
he has known appointee, BALL, for approximately the last four 
years. He stated that his contacts with the appointee are 
mostly limited to his appearances before the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, and that from his association, he has never 
been av/are of anything derogatory regarding the appointee’s 
character, associates, reputation and loyalty, and that he 
felt that he could recommend him for a position of trust and 
confidence. 


The Honorable ROSS ADAIR, Congressman from Indiana, 
United States House of Representatives, the Capitol, advised he 
has known the appointee in a strictly official capacity for the 
last four years. He stated that he has come to know Mr. BALL 
to be a loyal, patriotic, citizen, who is working for the best 
interest of this country, and that he has never been aware of any¬ 
thing unfavorable regarding the appointee’s character, associates, 
reputation or loyalty, and that he would give the appointee a 
good recommendation for a position of trust and confidence. 
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The Honorable FRANCES EOLTON, Congresswoman from 
Ohio, United States House of Representatives, the Capitol, 
advised that she has known the appointee only during the last 
four years. She stated that her contact with the appointee is 
strictly limited tohis appearances before the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. She stated that she does not know anything 
about the appointee's background and that she has often wondered 
how he arose from nowhere to become the Assistant Secretary of 
State. She stated that she has never been aware of anything 
derogatory regarding the appointee,"but that she did not know 
the reason why, but that she does not trust him.

He recommended the appointee very highly as to his character, 
associates, reputation and loyalty, and for continuing 
employment in a position of trust and confidence.

through the professional contact as Senator, as it concerned 
the Foreign Relations Committee. He stated his impression 
is th&t the appointee is a very dedicated and capable 
individual, but that he is not to ready to accept ideas 
from outside of his own organization.

Attached are copies of summary memoranda dated 
February 6, 1961, and January 14, 1965, regarding George Wildman 
Ball, who appears to be identical with captioned individual. These 
memoranda reveal the results of applicant-type investigations con¬ 
ducted by the FBI during 1961 and 1965. It is noted you indicated 
captioned is affiliated with Cleary, Gottlieb, Steen and Hamilton, 

1250 Connecticut Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

The Internal Revenue Service has advised that income 
tax returns were timely filed by Ball for the years 1961 - 1963. 

There was no record of unpaid taxes, liens, audit- examinations, or 
intelligence investigations with regard to those returns. 

In November, 1968, a representative of a news pub¬ 
lication furnished the FBI a copy of an anonymous letter from an 
individual who stated he was an employee of Cleary, Gottlieb, Steen 
and Hamilton. The writer of this letter indicated he was shocked 
and sickened by the fact that Bali, then U. S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations, continues to serve Lehman Brothers. He went on to 
write that the United Nations job is a clear case of moonlighting, and 
undertaken not only for obvious reasons but to advance the business 
ambitions of Lehman Brothers and indirectly Cleary, Gottlieb, Steen 
and Hamilton. This information was furnished to the United States 
Department of Justice and the FBI has received no request for 
additional investigation.. (161-181)
